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Finding adequate numbers trained public health 
personnel seems always have been problem. But this 
difficulty has been accentuated the war. the 
spring 1945, 29,000 established positions the 
state and local health departments the country, 
least percent were vacant. The engineering field suf- 
fered most with percent positions vacant. Medical 
vacancies were about percent, nursing vacancies 
percent, and sanitation vacancies percent. 
Improvement but slight degree was experienced 
the spring 1946. From Kentucky was reported 
that not single health officer who had left for military 
service had returned his position. Kentucky handi- 
eapped constitutional limitation $5,000 for sala- 
ries. the other extreme Florida reported 
improvement personnel recruiting. Here the salary 
range for medical personnel had been raised from 
examination held for Director the Bureau 
Tuberculosis candidates applied. These candidates 
were not all people new the field, however, and 
appreciable number were drawn from other states. 


RECRUITMENT PROBLEMS 


The above comments relate vacancies, but there 
also the additional problem recruitment per- 
work areas which have little full 
time public health service. his well-known report 
Local Health Units for the Nation, the Chairman 
the Committee, Dr. Haven Emerson, reports the 
Public Health Association that cover the 
with even minimum service there are needed 
more public health nurses, 2,000 more labora- 
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tory technicians, 1,000 more public health engineers 
and 500 more health educators. 

evident that physicians are hesitant enter 
the health field career. the summer 
1946 the United States Health Service admin- 
istered training grant made available the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis. Eighty-five fellow- 
ships, paying around $3,000 each were offered physi- 
cians for year’s graduate work school public 
health. There were inquiries from physicians but 
only actually submitted applications. Twenty-one 
fellowships were granted and seven later declined these 
fellowships. The end result was that the fall 1946 
there were but physicians enrolled schools pub- 
lie health these fellowships. 

Why the hesitation? Certainly the low remunera- 
tion offered public health departments one answer. 
survey salaries about percent physicians 
state and local health departments file with the 
U.S. Public Health Service March 1946, showed 
range from about $3,000 $18,000. The mode, 
range the most numerous salaries, was from $4,500 
$5,000. Only percent the physicians’ salaries 
health departments exceeded $6,000. From the figures 
available, which represented somewhat less than two- 
thirds physicians employed full time state health 
departments alone, Michigan stood the top with 
average salary $6,370. Following order were Wash- 
ington $6,360, Florida $5,860, New York $5,610, Con- 
necticut $5,560, California $5,530. understood 
that the salary levels have improved somewhat since 
this period. 

The question may properly asked—what chances 
have health departments fill their vacancies 
expand their services when even the top six states 
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not hold out any striking salary allurement physi- 
cians. The contrast physicians’ incomes health 
departments with physicians private practice 
afforded from the returns small sample (5,000) 
the latter published Medical Economics 1945. 
Here the average net income general practitioners 
1943 was given $6,500, full specialists $10,400 
and all physicians $8,700. There are indications 
that the net income much higher level today. 

The vocational and job counseling service the 
American Public Health Association reports that 
small number physicians are being placed health 
departments salaries from $6,000 $7,200. There 
are scarcely any takers for positions paying less than 
$6,000. 

How can the country fill 6,000 vacancies for all 
types professional and technical personnel health 
departments say nothing recruiting 24,000 addi- 
tional personnel called for Emerson’s 

must recognized that are and shall continue 
competitive market. Professionally trained 
public health personnel are premium. Physicians 
and others with families are not wholly with 
salaries but with good schooling opportunities for their 
growing children. the small and more sparsely 
settled areas the general salary level local govern- 
ment positions frequently lower than more popu- 
lous districts. salaries professional public health 
people are pitched these lower rates, the recruitment 
competent staff difficult not impossible. 

Surely the glamour public health positions will 
need heightening, not only terms salaries but also 
terms related personnel policies such retire- 
ment provisions, tenure and salary increments. 

The recruitment campaign high schools, colleges 
and universities can pushed seriously and much 
more vigorously than has been the past. Unques- 
tionably, conducted high plane, this would pay 
dividends. 

Financial aids for professional training must 
continued and training facilities must strengthened. 


SUPPLY vs. DEMAND 


Public health personnel receive their training 
different types schools—schools health 
nursing, schools sanitary engineering, universities 
and schools public health. 

Most the trainees schools public health are 
physicians and health educators. There are nine 
approved schools health. the school year 
1945-46 there were 400 graduate students enrolled. 
Included this number were 146 physicians. How- 
ever, half these physicians were from foreign coun- 
tries. Only were native physicians and hence poten- 
tial employees for health departments this country. 


Nor did this number include wholly new people the 
field. Many were employees state and local health 
departments sent school for special training. 

the present school year, 1946-47, the enrollment 
health schools has risen 650. The number 
native physicians the group about 150 double 
last year’s figure. Will this output trained physicians 
meet the public health need 

The annual replacement physicians fill for 
those reaching retirement age leaving the service 
for various reasons least 150. With estimated 
vacancies 600 medical positions the present time 
would for training 200 year spread over 
three years. Even without considering the need for 
training many physicians now employed who have 
not had specialized training, nor the additional phy- 
sicians needed for the expected expansion service 
the annual output trained physicians schools 
public health should between 300 and 400 year 
least for the next three years. 

This year only 150 are being trained. Thus the out- 
look for adequate supply public health trained 
physicians still dark. 


FIELD TRAINING 


training which have been speaking 
but one part the training program. academic 
degree granted what student knows. does 
not necessarily indicate how will the job 
later. addition learning the why, the what and 
the how public health practice, there needed 
period field training before health officer assumes 
the responsibility directing health department. 
stated Surgeon General Parran*, the health 
officer— 

plan the local health program and de- 
cide what needs done for community health 
protection. must understand the proc- 
ess evaluation health activities and health 
facilities. must know administration, 
how give leadership his staff and how get 
along with people, professional and lay.

public health. 

not always possible follow this policy how- 
ever. The young physician may have the desire for 
public health training directly following his medical 
course and interneship. Thus field training estab- 
lished center station will cater mostly the young 
physicians without previous public health experience. 

There are many problems face setting 
field training center and this responsibility must 
devolve largely upon the individual states and upon 
the state health department. the first place there 
not only the training the physicians consider but 
the training public health nurses, health educators, 
health engineers, sanitarians, laboratory tech- 
nicians and statistical analysts well other special- 
ized personnel. 

The needs these different groups are not identical. 
most for one center meet all those 
diverse needs either with facilities instructors. Field 
training some professional fields can best done 
with group trainees. other fields group training 
not feasible. One, the most, two trainees more 
suitable. Thus laboratory technicians may -be trained 
group they are concerned primarily with the 
procedures analysis laboratory. the other 
hand would seem best for health officer have 
individual training. What needs opportunity 
try his hand meeting practical situations they 
arise and have the experience dealing with mat- 
ters his own way, under supervision. Engineers and 
sanitarians may trained suitably groups but most 
important are the presence broad array learning 
facilities the training area, such landfill garbage 
disposal operation, water treatment plant, sewage 
disposal plant, septic tanks with disposal through sub- 
surface tile drains, milk sanitation farms, pasteuri- 
zation plants, rat proofing buildings, mosquito eradi- 
restaurant sanitation, housing developments, 
swimming pool sanitation, industrial sanitation and 
waste disposal, stream pollution and the like. Statistical 
analysts may trained groups and nurses small 
groups. 

single health department, particularly small 
one, cannot absorb large group training program 
with justice its own work and necessary attention 


the trainee. Instructors will needed some 
instances supplement the staff health depart- 
ment. 

Thus seems more realistic think terms 
several training stations rather than terms 
single training center. 

The planning field training stations, while the 
major responsibility state department health, 
undertaking that ought have the benefit 
the thinking local health officers, nursing super- 
visors and other specialized personnel. The mature 
person the job who has had training and experience 
good position contribute ideas the building 
field training facilities and opportunities for the 
younger people entering the field. 

hoped that the group health officers here 
assembled will find this problem sufficient import 
warrant the appointment committee give 
serious consideration these matters. the work 
such committee the aid their own supervisors and 
staff different professional fields will inesti- 
mable value. 

There are other matters that likewise must receive 
ing training stations, the qualifications the trainee 
profit from this experience, the selection appro- 
priate instructors, the matter recognition 
given trainees, method evaluating training 
programs that improvement may built out 
accumulating experience. 

from this experience careful planning, trial 
and error practice, and considered evaluation 
the product, that California may meet its needs and 
thus its part contributing materially the solu- 
tion one phase the recruitment and training 
enigma which challenges the entire country.

The pam- 
phlet recently published the American Public 
Health Association under the title Public Health—A 
Career With Future would useful both univer- 
sities and high schools. the feeling among health 
educators that instead there being one health edu- 
trainee health department there should 
two.

When there are suffi- 
cient number internes area form interne 
club society, the health officer will find receptive 
audience for the presentation public health prob- 
lems.

There are 125 technical 
laboratory positions the health departments Cali- 
fornia with vacancies the present time. Most 
these vacancies are the rural area where extreme 
has been experienced filling positions. For 
number years the State Health Department Lab- 
oratory has been carrying in-service apprentice- 


ship training. Since 1941 approximately candidates 
have been given training experience six months 
duration. hoped that the current shortage lab- 
oratory technicians will materially relieved before 
the end the year.

This situation has been rectified urgency bill 
which has been passed the Legislature and approved 
the Governor. 

The new measure, which already effect, states 
that mosquito abatement district may ‘‘borrow money 
any fiscal year and repay the same the 
next ensuing fiscal year. The amount borrowed any 
fiscal year not exceed cents each $100 
assessed valuation the property the district.’’

927. (Desmond.) Mosquito abatement dis- 
tricts.
